Council Buys 
Lighting System 


WILL SAVE VILLAGE NEARLY 
$100 PER MONTH 


é 


The village council at its meet- 
ing iast Monday aight concluded 
negotiations for the purchase of 
our boulevard lighting system 
from the Michigan Public Service 
Company. The purchase price 
was $3,000, 

In the past the Company owned 
the lighting system including 
Posts, globes, wiring, etc., and the 
service charge for lights included 
the rental cost of this system 

From the time of  instailation 
of the system, June 16th 1929 to 
December 1, 1933 the Village paid 
the Corfipany the sum of $5,618,938 
for lights and rentais, Last sum- 
mer an effort was made by the 
village council to purchase the 
system and thus eliminate the 
rental charge. In. the negotiations 
the Company wanted the sum of 
$3,593. for the system. The council 
offered the sum of $2,500. Since 
that time the matter has hung 
fire while efforts were being made 
to consummate the deal. Monday 
night the matter wag settled when 
the council raised its offer to 
$3,000, 

Lights, and the system rental 
amounted to abont $115.23 per 
month. Now that the system is 
owned by the village the lighting 
cost will be about $28.00 per 
month, which is a big saving to 
the taxpayers. Besides the Com- 
pany granted the ownership 
period to begin on December 1st 
of last year, which up to October 
Ist of this year would give us a 
saving of $872.00. lt is estimated 
that by ownimg the boulevard 
system there would be a saving 
to the village annually of 
$1,046.76,

This 
organization had its origin in the 
Marine hospital service, which was 
established by an act of congress 
approved July 16, 1798. th 1902 
the name of the ocganizatlon waa 
changed to the public health and 
Marine hospital service, and in

ed by the collector of customs. Snb- |
